Claim Objections 

Claim 16 is objected to because of the following informalities. In line 2, "by means of a 
fit" is confusing since it is not clear what structure the Applicant is referring to. It appears that 
this should be "by means of a snap-fit connection." Appropriate correction is required. 



The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 13, 15 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 13 recites the limitation n the opening" in 3. There is insufficient antecedent basis 
for this limitation in the claim. 

Regarding claim 15, the phrase "preferably approximately" renders the claim indefinite 
because it is unclear whether the limitation(s) following the phrase are part of the claimed 
invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

Regarding claim 19, the phrase "preferably with" renders the claim indefinite because it 
is unclear whether the limitation(s) following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. See 
MPEP § 2173.05(d).

Claims 13, 14, 16, 17, 18, 22, 23 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Gautier (US 5,108,448). 

Gautier discloses a sandwich insert having an inner spherical shell or cup 3 made of a 
ceramic material, an intermediate spherical shell 4 or cover made from polyethylene or plastic 
and an outer spherical shell 2 made of metal wherein the inner cup 3 has a stud 18 on the central 
axis of its outer surface for engagement with cover 4 by a snap-fit connection by projecting into 
housing 19 at the vertex or pole of cover 4 (col. 4, lines 34-38; col. 5, lines 10-29; col. 6, lines 
17-35; and Figure 2). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

^obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 15 and 19-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Gautier. 

Regarding claim 15, although Gautier is silent with respect to the height of stud 18 it 
would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to have provided a stud having an axial length of 1 to 8 mm, since it has been held that 
where the general conditions of a claim are disclosed in the prior art, discovering the optimum or 
workable ranges involves only routine skill in the art. In re Aller, 105 USPQ 233. 

Regarding claims 19-21, although Gautier is silent with respect to the shape of stud 18, it 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to have provided a stud in the form of 
an n-sided body, a polygon or an oval, since it has been held that mere changes in shape are a 
matter of obvious design choice absent any persuasive evidence that the particular shape or 
configuration is significant.
